One cause—we do not mean to say one of 
the chief ¢auses—of the satisfaction always ex- 
pressed by Canoninians visiting Putiaver- 
rusa—ia the estimation in which their favorite 
article, Race, ie held here, and their frequent 
good fortune in finding it at the tables to which 
they are invited. This is also our inducement 
to copy the following article from a CHanuss- 
rom paper. Directions for cooking have al- 
ready been given, on the same authority:— 
** The Northern editers who have noticed the 
remarks upon Cooking rice, will do still more 
good by extending the important information, 
that for the actual uses of life, the low priced 
rice is equally as good as that which is termed 
prime. In fancy articles, appearances go a 
| great way—but it is strange, that in an article 
| of food, so great a mistake should still prevail. 

Prices depend very much upon the wholeness of 
| the grains of rice; a matter wholly indiffernt for 
| all useful purposes. It is almost ludicrous to see 
a Merchant squinting at @ barrel of rice, and 
shaking his head, with the remark—‘‘ it looks 
very well, but it is too much broken’’——when 
the European consumer will put it into a mortar 
and reduce it to flour, before he makes his pud- 
ding.—In Europe, rice i usually pounded be- 
fore it is cooked; and even where it is plain boil- 
ed, the breaking does not in the least deteriorate 
either its appearance or taste. In fact, if every 
broken particle were separated, those of us who 
know rice by the eating, would prefer the bro- 
ken. The small rice, if properly cooked, is the 
sweetest—and for hospitals, for gruel, &c. is 
better than the whole rice—being, in truth, the 
eye of the kernel, The way to judge of rice is 
this--select a parcel which is of a pearl coloar, 
and partially transparent, you then cannot err. 
A little more or less of flour, or breakage, is of 
slight consequence. The flour washes off in 
cleaning.* Avoid yellow grain, green and dark 
The yellow is mowburned, or heated 
in’ the stack-—-the green and black grains are 
but partially ripened, or bird-sucked. But all 
pearly rice is found equally good for use. 
—The great variety in prices, arises from the 
ignorance of the consumers; to suit their preju- 
dices, Merchants will give twenty to fifty cents 
more, by the hundred, for whole grains, when 
not a jot of difference exists in its taste, nutri- 
ment, or any thing else. Ifthe cook bought the 
rice, no such difference would exist. The flour 
ought, in the first instance, to be cleaned off to- 
lerably well, to avoid heating. But rice stored 
in Charleston two years, during the last war, 
was skreened over, and was sold in Europe at 
the highest prices. It is the peculiar excellence 
of rice, if insects eat it, they destroy only the 
softer parts—and the rest, when washed and 
cooked, is as good as ever. If our own local 
Institutions used small and broken rice, and 
they were more generally consumed at the In- 
firmaries at the North, it would help the con- 
Let the large manufacturing com- 
panies send on cloth and exchange it for rice at a 
fair price, and they would do more to introduce 
the consumption of their goods, than in any other 
way; and their work people would rejoice in 
the introduction of an excellent vegetable. Both 
the rules for cooking rice, require a little expla- 
nation. The rice, it is true, need not actually 
boil, but it should be at about boiling heat, a 
then ‘‘soaked,’’ which means any thing but 
soaking; itis a drying process, by which the tice 
isequally softened, by permitting the water to 
pass through it in the form of steam. The real 
difference in rice, lies in the cook—All pearly

A Case involving the following points was 
lately tried in London. 

Mr. Brougham stated the case to the Jury, 
and said the plaintiff was one of the most re- 
spectable wine merchants in the city, and had 
been obliged to bring this action against the de- 
fendant, the Secretary of the Society for the pro- 
tection of trade, who published for this Society 
an annual list, purporting to be a list of all dm- 
honest tradesmen; and this list was sometimes 
called a list for the suppression of swiudling. 
The libel which the plaintiff complained of was 
the insertion of his name im that list. The cause 
annexed to his name was ‘‘no account;’’ and 
the imputation which was intended to be con- 
veyed by this was, that the plaintiff had drawn 
Sg a banker without having any account with 

im. 

The Attorney General, for the defendant, said 
he should prove a justification in this case; he 
should prove that the plaintiff had a bill drawn 
upon him by a person named Crawford, which 
was accepted by him, and made payable at a 
banker's where he had no account, which was the 
case, as the defendant had stated in the justiti- 
cation, and which he would distinctly prove by 
the most indubitable evidence. 

The defence was proved, and the Jury found 
for the defendant.

The Circuit Court, His Honor Judge Duer 
presiding, is now sitting in the Capitol, and is 
at this moment approaching the termination of a 
very interesting and important trial, which was 
commenced yesterday. It is an action for slan- 
der, growing out of the celerated and shocking 
ease of the. murder of Whipple, by Strang. The 
public will reeollect that it appeared during the 
memorable trials of Strang and Elsie D. Whi 
le, that a young man, a bar-keeper of Mr. 
obes, of the Culambian Hotel, had been a 
paramour of that unfortunate lady. The name 
of this young man was Starr Foote; and there 
were 80 many unfavourable circumstances in the 
ease, that Capt. Barney Whipple, a brother of 
the murdered man, has since frequently declar- 
ed hie belief that Foote was acceasary to the 
foul deed of Strang. For these declarations, 
Foote has brought a civil action for slander; 
and it is this case that the counsel are now en- 
gaged in summing wp—the testimony having 
been closed at 1 o'clock this afternoon. The 
trial ie-of a painful natare, as most of the circum- 
stances of the former trials, and the murder, 
have been referred to mm the course of it, in one 
way or another. John Van Ness Yates, -_ 
has just finished a very able and eloquent spee 
to the jury, in behalf of the defendant ; and Col. 
James McKown, an able pleader, is now fol- 
lowing him on the same side. Mr. Reynolds, 
and the veteran Abraham Van Vechten, will 
sum up for the plaintiff.

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Quedec, August 31.—By an order in Coun- 
cil, St. John (Nfd.) has been declared a free 
warehousing rt. Pictou, Halifax, St. John, 
(N. B.) St. Andrews, and Charlotte-Town, (P. 
E. 1.) are now all free warehousing perts, as 
well as Quebec and Montreal. Under the ope- 
ration of these ports, flour and bread stuffs were 
before imported, and bended for export with a 
certain duty, but they had not we believe the 
privileges of British colonial preductions in the 
home market. The necessary effect was, how- 
ever, to encourage British shipping, and to give 
it a considerable portion of the American earry 
ing trade. 

The new Customs act provides for securing 
the American carrying inde much farther, The 
clause given below permits masts and timber ge- 
nerally te be imported into the North American 
colonies from the States free, and allows it the 
privileges of British production in the Englieh 
market.
